Sparks From Mark 

Last week as I was moving the sanctuary 
lamp the red globe slipped out of my hand 
and broke. On Monday, we were in St. Paul 
on our way to St. Cloud for ministry 
colloquium; we stopped at St. Patrick’s 
Guild, a religious supply store, to buy 
another red globe. I asked Lorinda Collings 
what color I should get and she replied white, 
I decided to get red assuming it had to be red. 
I wanted to show our parish team the 
seminary chapels where I went to school. 
When we entered the St. Paul Seminary 
Chapel we found the sanctuary lamp to have 
a white globe. We also went to St. John 
Vianney Chapel where we found a sanctuary 
lamp that was red and orange, therefore we 
returned to St. Patrick’s Guild and exchanged 
our red globe for a white one. When we got 
to St. John’s Abbey Church in Collegeville, 
Minnesota their sanctuary lamp was white as 
well. I decided to do a Google search I typed 
in Catholic Sanctuary Lamp and asked what 
color??? For the mostpart there was no 
mention of a specific color for the lamp but 
one site said that the customary color is red. 
When I returned home I referenced the 
General Instruction of the Roman Missal and 

this is what paragraph 316 said : “In 
accordance with traditional custom, near the 
tabernacle a special lamp, fueled by oil or 
wax , should be kept alight to indicate and 
honor the presence of the Christ.” At this 
point we have decided to give the white 
globe a try!

Reflection 

We will be catholic - the accepting, 
welcoming church for everyone, not just an 
exclusive, elite few. There is a special pride 
that comes from being part of the exclusive, 
the elite, the prime. But to be catholic means 
to find another joy: the pleasure of accepting 
and welcoming the poor, the blind, the 
stumbling, the crippled, the imperfect, the 
confused, the mistaken, and the different. It 
doesn’t mean that we lower our standards of 
authentic discipleship, rather that we raise 
our standards to Christ-like acceptance. 1 
Then one day, when he was on his way 
home, he met a leper on the road. Francis 
had always feared lepers and was nauseated 
by even the sight of them. But when he saw 
this leper, he realized that he had been able to 
pray in the cave because God had drawn near 
to him for embracing those whom others had 
rejected and who he himself had previously 
found repulsive. And so he jumped off his 
horse, went over to the leper and not only 
gave him money, but embraced him. And 
when the young Francis turned to leave, he 
looked back and there was no one on the 
road. Francis knew that once again he had 
embraced Christ; and because he had, he 
would continue to be able to hear Christ in 
prayer. 2
